| Text of the Lesson, 11 Chron. xv, 1-15. 
Memory Verses, 1, 2—Golden Text, 
11 Chron. xv, 7—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 
Aithough Abijuh, son of Rehoboam, 
jreigned only three years and walked 
jin all the sins of his futher (I Kings 
;Xv, 1-3), yet there is in II Chron. xiii 
fa remarkable record of a great victory 
{which the Lord gave him over tne 
jarmy of Jeroboam, whch was just 
;twice as great as his because he relied 
}upon the Lord God of his fathers. The 
Lord has often seen fit to do mighty 
things for very, unworthy people for 
'His great name’s sake. Jer. xiv, 7, is 
very strong and effectual pleading. 
Our lesson today introduces us to 
\good King Asa, who reigned forty-one 
jyears and did that which was good 
jand right in the eyes of the Lord his 
;God. e also defdated an army twice 
| as large as his own because he relied 
jon the Lord (xiv, 8, 9; a 8). His 
srayer in chapter xiv, ‘has often 
jhelped me: ‘Lord, it is ‘Botting with 
Thee to pee whether with many or 
{with them that have no power. Help 
|us, O Lord our God, for we rest or 


} 
‘Thee, and in Thy name we go.’ 


Yet in the thirty-sixth year of his. 
reign he was led into making a league 
| with the king of Syria, and, being re- 
proved for it by the Lord through His: 
servant Hanani, he became so angry 
‘that he put the prophet in prison. He 
|seems never to have got over this re- 
proof of the Lord, for when, three 
years later, he became diseased in his. 
feet he did not seek the Lord in his: 
affliction. 
| All the Lord's dealings with His: 
| people are intended to bring them 
|nearer to Himself, but to this day 
many become so offended by what 
|He does or does not do that they turn 
away from Him and lose all fellow- 
ship with Him. Some of my. friends.

Himself strong in the behalf of then

Early in the reign of Asa the Spirit 
|of God spoke to him through Azariah, 
ithe son of, Oded, in the words’ of 
verses 2 to.7 of our lesson, referring to 
the years past when the people had 
been out of fellowship with God, but 
whenever they in their trouble sought 
‘Him. He was always found of them. 
|Much of the message takes us back 
to the days of the judges. By the 
'Lor’’s gracious dealings with His 
people in the past, notwithstanding 
,ail their sin. He encouraged Asa with 
“Be ye strong, therefore,. 


| th prds, 
a your hands .be weak, for 
machine thread, however low a nun} your wor renal be rewarded” (verses 


9. His exhortation to us still and al- 
ways is, ‘Be strong in the Lord and 
in the power of His might”? (Eph. vi,. 
(10). See also Isa, xl; 28-31; xlv, 24; 
| Josh, 4, 6. 18; Hag, ii, 4, and note by 
contrast Uzziah, who was marvelously 
helped till he wes strong, but then his 
‘heart was lifted up to his own de- 
struction (chapter xxvi, 15, 16). The 
danger is our own strength of self 
confidence, for it is only when we are 
wenk that we are really strong (II 
Cor. xii, 9, 10). Isa. xii, 13, is a 
grand word for weak hands, and, as: 
to works, how full of encourngement 
is I Cor. xv. 58! Rev. xxii 12; Luke 
| xiv, 14, nre two of the best on rewards. 
| The king, being greatly encouraged

to death, whether small or great, 
whether man or woman (verse 13). 
'It might be a question whether this

ter all, prove to be a real turning of 
the heart. With us it is eithor life or 
‘death. He who does not truly receive 
{the Lord Jesus is dead in trespasses: 
‘and sins, a lost soul, but the good 
jnews is that Jesus came to seck and 
lsave the lost (John i'i, 18; I John v, 
Enh. ii, 1, 2; II Cor. iv, 3). 
the love of Him who gave up all His 
glory and bare our sins on Golgotha 
does not win us to Him we must be 
dead indeed.

Toronto.—The minister cf agricul- 
ture of Ontario has submitted to the 
fell fair societies in the province @ 
plan of insurance against loss of re- 
eripts by reason of rain or snow on 
fair days.
